SUMMARY. 


GREAT FIRE AT CANTON. 

The Philadelphia Gazette of the 11th inst. contains a 
\detailed account of the destructive fire at Canton, which 
| broke out on the first of November, and consumed about 
‘eleven thousand buildings. It commenced in Hog-lane, 
ja little dyeing establishment, about a mile north of the 
'factories. In twenty hours from the time that the fire 
commenced, the whofe of the Factories, upwards of sixty 
in number, were ina blaze, including the English, Dutch, 
und Spanish Companies’ establishments, together with a 
number of the security merchants’ Hongs, were in an en- 
tire blaze ; and the flames extending along the shore of 
the western suburbs, as far asthe eye could reach. The 
‘ext morning all the factories were a heap of ruins.— 
reat alarm prevailed from reports that the specie saved. 
and on board the boats, would be attacked. Honqua, the 
chief security merchant, having refused to receive it, the 
hoats conveyed it to Whampoa, without permission, where 

arrived safe.

The official report 
of the officers appointed by the government to ascertain 
ie damage, stated that they could form no estimate of 
the property destroved, which must have been immense, 
from the impossibility of removing the bulky articles, of 
which they principally consisted; among these were 20, 
WU chests of black, and 10,000 chests of green teas, de- 
‘troyed. 
hunqua, and Futguas, Hongs, were entirely destroyed. 
Mauqua sustained a heavy loss, principally in teas, hav- 
ng 7000 chests in his hong atthe time.

A singular circumstance took place in Staffordshire, 
England, in January. A lad named Thomas Beresford 
whilst washing in a reservoir belonging to a steam en. 
gine, fell in and was scalded to death. One of the per- 
sons invited to the funeral, excused himself, alleging that 
his own funeral was near athand. In less than an hour 
he was taken ill, and died the same day. 


Mr. Joseph Moses, of the Jewish persuasion, lately 
hung himself in London, in consequence of his great loss- 
es by the depression of Spanish Stocks, in which he had 
dealt largely. 


The intenseness of the frost in many parts of England 
the past winter has been severely felt by man, beast, and 
birp. An immense number of water fowl have been ea- 
sily taken, and larks, and other small birds were caught 
with but little trouble. On the 20th of January, one man 
caught ina garden in Southampton, between six and se- 
ven hundred small birds. The price of fuel had been 


greatly enhanced, and hundreds of poor suffered in con- 
sequence. 


Extraordinary deliverance.—-The following very re- 
markable epitaph was copied by a traveller, from a bury- 
ing ground in Spring Path, over against Port Royal, Ja- 
maica. 

‘* Here lies the body of Lewis Galdy, Esquire, who 
died Sept. 22, 1739, aged 60. He was born at Montpe- 
lier, in France, which place he left for his religion, be- 
ing a protestant, and settled in this island; where, in the 
great earthquake of 1692, he was swallowed up, and by 
the great providence of God, by a second shock was 
thrown out into the sea, where he continued swimming 
till he was taken up by a boat, and miraculously pre- 
served. He afterwards lived in great reputation, and 
died universally lamented.” 

Loss of the steam boat Tennessee.—-The Tennessee left 
New-Orleans fur Louisville, on Sunday the 2d Feb. with 
io cabin, and about lo deck passengers, and a cargo 
estimated at eighty thousand dollars.
